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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner acknowledges receipt of Applicant's Remarks and Claim 
amendments, filed on 8 September 2009. 

Claim Status 

Claims 1-12, 14 and 17 are cancelled. Claims 15-16 and 18-19 are amended. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 
35 USC § 102 

The rejection of claims 18-20 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Morris (WO2003/039484, published 15 May 2003) is withdrawn in response to the 
applicants claim amendments. 

The applicant's claim amendments have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The applicant has amended the claims to conform to the narrow claim 
format as described in the TC1600 memo regarding interpretation of claims having SEQ 
ID NOs. Therefore the instant claims are not anticipated by Morris. 

Therefore, the examiner hereby withdraws the rejection of claims 18-20 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Morris (WO2003/039484).

35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph (written description) 

The rejection of claims 1, 8-12, and 14-17 under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph 
(written description) is withdrawn in response to the applicants claim amendments. 
The applicant's claim amendments and arguments have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The applicant has cancelled claims 1,8-12 and 14. Therefore, the 
rejection of these claims is moot. The applicant has amended claims 15-16 to depend 
from claim 18, thereby overcoming the pending 35 USC 112, 1 st (written description) 
rejection. As indicated above, the applicant has amended claim 18 as suggested in the 
Final Action (7/21/2009, page 5), such that this claims and its dependencies are 
allowable. Therefore, the examiner hereby withdraws the rejection of claims 1 , 8-1 2, 
and 14-17 under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph (written description). 

Reasons for Allowance
